It is a 
plain truth that these _ islands, 
bought by the United States from 
Denmark for $25,000,000 just before 
this country entered the world war, 
have been all but forgotten since 
that time. The hope of the natives, 
for many years under a king thou- 
sands of miles away, that their new 
would bring about a 
change in conditions, was frustrated. 
The United States has done nothing 
for its new. people, except spend 
a little money in sanitation. 

Strange as it may seem in this 
American colony, Danish customs, 
Danish laws, Danish methods of ju- 
dicial procedure, Danish methods of 
Jand control still prevail, and the 
American dollar, in an American 
possession, is at a discount.. 

The lands in the islands are held 
by Danes, who, to punish the na- 
tives who voted in a plebiscite to 
change their allegiance from Den- 
mark to the United States, have de- 
cided they will neither cultivate the 
soil nor sel! it. They have moved 
back to Denmark leaving the land 
untilled. Under the Danish laws 
existing in the Virgin Islands ab- 
sentee landlordism cannot be taxed.

London, September 1.—Writing in 
The Times, E, Macky Edgar says: 
“T have never belittled the quality 


of American work or their capacity 
for mass production, either in ship- 
building or in any other industry. I 
know the country too well for that, 
but I maintain that running a mer- 
chant service is a very different 
thing from building ships, and that 
our organization and facilities ana 
experience place us in this vital bus- 
iness of operating mercantile ma- 
rine far ahead of America. 

“Furthermore, the United States 
has practically no seafaring popu- 
lation, Whose life and traditions and 
inclinations are bound up in the 
sea. The average American dis- 
likes the sea. An American sailor 
can hardly go on shore at any of 
the Atlantic and Pacific ports with- 
out being bombarded with offers of 
work on land at higher pay and un- 
der more familiar and congenial con- 
ditions. Already American vessels 
are being held up by the week ow- 
ing to the difficulty of obtaining 
crews. There will always be a place 
in the world, perhaps a considerable 
place, for American ships and ship- 
ping companies. I have never sug- 
gested otherwise, but I hold most 
firmly that in competition with the 
United States, the odds are greatly 
in our favor, and that it will be 
entirely our own fault if we throw 
away the advantages that are in- 
herent in our position.”

Compromise Reached 
To Form New German 
States by Plebiscite 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia 
Service—Copyright, 19 
Washington. September 1.—-An of- 

ficial report of the states’ compro- 

mise in Germany, received here to- | 
day,. says: 

“A compromise 
reached -between the social’ 
crats and the centrum with regard 
to the formation of new states. It 
will be remembered that while the 
imperial and Prussian governments 
adhered to the standpoint that a law 
altering the constitution should bea 
necessary, the centrum deman@ed 
that a simple imperial law—that is, 
a law which finds a majority on the 
third reading—shouid suffice. This 
point has been conceded with two 
reservations In the first place, it 
is agreed tnat no fresh states shall 
be formed till the expiration of two 
years after the constitution comes 
into force; secondly, that a majority 
of three-fifths of the 
shall be required for the formation 
of a new state-or for any territo- 
rial alterations. The practical ap- 
plication of this law will mean 
that in case three-fifths of the popu- 
lation desired a new state or a ter- 
ritorial alteration, they would apply 
to the federal state concerned, which 
would then decide on the new state 
or the alteration. The imperial law 
required is merely a matter of form. 
conceived as a kind of ratification 
of the decision of the inhabitants. 
The social democratic faction has 
not vet agreed to this, but the feel- 
ing among social democrats is that 
the compromise can hardly be re- 
fused. The democrats are also in- 
clined to agree to it.’’

Mexico City, August 31.—A ship-% 


ment of crude opium consigned as 
Japanese “cigars” was imported into 
Mexico through Salina Cruaz on 
March 1917. from Kobe, Japan, 
according to declarations made by 
W. &. Herrmann, described by the 
papers here as a “German banker, 
in a deposition made in court, fole- 
lowing a vigorous anti-opium cam- 
paign by the press. 

Except for a raid by police and 
health officials and the legal in- 
quiry. in which Herrmann figured, 
the opium expose has not. been 
pressed in the courts. Although 
Hierrmann, in his deposition, did not 
rive the size of’ the shipment im- 
ported in 1917, the newspapers de- 
clare it totalled 5,000 kilograms and 
that, at present prices. was valued 
at 3,500,000 pesos. In the raid crude 
opium valued at 23,000 pesos was 
seized, it is said, and thousanads 
of tiny empty tins, supposedly used 
for retailing the prepared drug, 
were found.

POSTMASTER MEET | 
DECIDES TO MOVE 
FOR HIGHER PAY 


Macon, Ga., September 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The Central Accounting’ and 
Third-Class Postmasters’ Associa- 
tion of Georgia, in convention here 
today, decided to appeal td congress 
to increase their salaries it being 
the first salary readjustment they 
have asked for in thirty years, it is 
said. 

Under the salaries now paid, the: 
postmasters say they are forced ty 
pay clerk hire, water, light and fuel 
cost, and at the end of the month, 
in many instances, they have very 
little of their salary left. They 
point out that to look after all of 
the smaller postoffices in a district 
is considerable work, and claim 
they are not being paid sufficiently 
for it. 

The meeting today authorized W. 
T. Thurmond, the president, who is 
postmaster at Commerce, to name 
a committee to gather data showing 
why a salary increase of 50 to 00 
per cent should be granted. This 
data will be presented to a joint 
committee from congress, which 
meets in Atlanta September 28 to 
30 for the purpose of hearing from 
postal officials. The attendance at 
today’s meeting was small. 


CONVENTION IS HELD 
BY LETTER CARRIERS 


Philadelphia, September 1.—Rec- 
ommendations for the improvement 
of the postal system were offered 
by leaders of the organized postal 
employees at the opening session 
of the twenty-second national con- 
vention of letter carriers here. 

These recommendations included 
“more than thtee deliveries a day 
in the large cities. This will im- 
prove the service and lessen the 
load of carriers. 

“Transfer of all parcel post pack- 
ages to the wagons for delivery. 
Postmen now carry packages weigh- 
ing up to four pounds, and when 
loaded down with these, the mens 
efficiency is lessened. 

“Retirement on pension of em- 
plovees over 65 years old. A man 
when he reaches 65 is no longer 
fitted for the laborious duties re- 
quired of postmen.”

Albert Goodwiil Spalding began 
|his active career as a clerk in a 
country grocery store and ended it 
as the best known sporting goods 
man in America, with a reputation 
°s organizer of the National league 
and as a pitcher in his younger 
days, 

He entered the game when it first 
became widely known, at the close 
of the civil war. He pitened with 
the original Beston Red Stockings 
for four years, during each of 
which they won the world’s cham- 
pionship.. He bought the Chicego 
clup of the old National associa- 
tion, and with W. A. Hurlbert, or- 
ganized the present National league. 

Mr. Spalding was born at Byron, 
Ill., September 2, 1850, and educated 
at a business college at Rockford, 
Ill.

Exchanges and banking institu- 
tions throughout the country were 
closed yesterday in observance of 
national Labor day. Upon the re- 
sumption of business today the gov- 
ernment cotton report will be pub- 
lished at 11 o’clock, and the cotton 
world is waiting breathless for the 
publication of figures that are sure 
to swing the market up or down in 
view of the wide difference in pri- 
vate condition reports. 

The seventh report of the Wat- 
kins bureau, fixing the condition up 
to August 21 at 61.6, gives Georgia 
a condition estimate of 60 as com- 
pared to 66 last year, 71 in 1917, 
66 in 1916 and 68 in 1916. Only Vir- 
xinia, North’ Carolina and South 
Carolina’s condition are better than 
Georgia’s, according to Watkins. 

In commenting on conditions af- 
fecting the crop in this state, the 
report says: 

“Georgia—Weather favorable in 
29, partly so in 10, unfavorable in 
70 counties. Fruiting heavier than 
normal in five, normally in 19, 
lighter in 68, quit fruiting in 17 
counties. Crop laid by in good con- 
dition in 11, fairly good in 58, poor 
in 40 counties. Bottom crop good 
in 23, fair in 54, poor in 32 counties.

JAPANESE HARD Hill 
BY HGH LIVING COST 


Tokio, July 27.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press)—Soaring 
prices for food and clothing as well 
as house*rent show no diminution 
in Japan. The cost of living, ac- 
cording to the Yorodzu, has in- 
creased ten-fold since 1887 while 
wages have advanced only four- 
fold. 

As against 36 yen a koku, for tin- 

stance during the rice riots of Au- 
gust, last year, the price’ agerice 
has now risen to 56 yen a koku (five 
bushels) and a grave food crisis 
has resulted. 
Japan is a country of large fam- 
ilies and with rice costing about 
$28 for every fivé bushels the head 
of a tamily has to do some hard 
thinking. Other food necessities, 
especiaily sugar, which Japanese 
use considerably, have risen in pro- 
portion to rice. It is the great mid- 
dle class of Japan, the people work- 
ing on small salaries, which is rais- 
ing the greatest ery, 

Although wealth has increased as 
a result of the war the real wealth 
of the masses has decreased and the 
people of Japan are relatively poor. 
At the same time national tastes 
have changed and the Spartan sim- 
plicity of olden times is ‘no longer 
endured. 

Low salaries in public services 
have so depleted the personnel that 
Zovernment institutions .like' the 
postoffice, telegraphs, police foree 
and schools are all undermanned. 
industrial companies, however, are 
paying dividends of from 50 to 100 
per cent and distributing big bon- 
uses, lands and rents are rising in 
Value and the farmer is hoarding 
his rice until he has pushed the 
market to its highest notch. 

_ The distress of today is chiefly 
felt by the law-abiding class of the 
nation. No riots have oecurred like 
last year. The: press generally 
blames the government for not find- 
ing a suitable remedy. “The situ- 
ation calls for urgent action,” 
writes the editor of the Kokumin.

developed a kind of reign of terror.”
